Hot time in the old town 


The day broke hours too early for Boyne City 
firemen last week, when they were dispatched to 
a fire on the corner of Main and Lake Streets in a 
building owned by Julie Kolehmainen and her 
husband, Henry Zielinski. 

It took 310,000 gallons of water, but the fire was 
put out, and the adjoining Atrium Inn and Tannery 
Saloon were still standing and mostly undamaged, 
although there was some minimal smoke and 
water damage. 

When fire chief Dennis Amesbury arrived on 
the scene at approximately 3:28 a.m. early last 
Thursday, he immediately called for a backup 
arial fire truck and manpower from East Jordan, as 
well as help from Boyne Valley and another arial - 
truck from Petoskey. The trucks were situated on 
three sides of the building, with the goal of putting 
out the fire and keeping the adjacent buildings 
from igniting while keeping water Semiage toa 
minimum. 

The building, which was completely smoke- 
filled when the fire department arrived, housed 
three finished apartments and one under construc- 
tion, as well as commercial space on the ground 


at the time the fire broke out. 

Jessie Skop, who rented the downstairs apart- 
ment, heard the smoke alarm go off in the hallway 
and vacated the building, calling 9-1-1. The up- 
stairs apartment was rented by Stephanie Koerner, 
who said that she smeljed smoke, but almost went

EMS lease 


At the East Jordan City Commis- 
sion mecting last week, [tem 13 onthe 
regular agenda was a request from 
Emergency Medical Services direc- 
tor, Jay Peck, for the commission to 
consider a lease fur FJ EMS at the 
Lake St. Center. 

Peck said the service has outgrown 
its current facilities. Presently the 
service's all-terrain vehicle and 
trailer are being stored at a local 
church, outside. The church is bear- 
ing any associated cost, and the 
trailer is not being used to its poten- 
tial. ; 
sper conversations with Floyd 


Wright, the Lake St. Center devel- 
oper, a built-to-suit EMS suite would 
include housing facilities for on- 
duty EMS personnel, classroom and 
office space. and garage facilities 
for the ATV and trailer. the para- 
medic car and an ambulance. The 
remaining ambulances would con- 
tinue to be housed at the Ruth 
Vincent garage. 

Currently, EMS has billing offices 
and a training center in the basement 
of the city building; the director's 
office and housing facilities are ina 
rented trailer on Maple St.. and the 
ambulances are housed at the garage. 
The rental cost would be $580 per 
month per unit, and would require the 
rental of two units. One for the hous- 
ing apartment and offices, and the 
other for vehicles. 

EJ EMS plans to equip the ATV 
trailer to be a mobile first aid unit. 

“It should make the service a lot 
more efficient,” Peck said. He also 
noted that with upcoming construc- 
tion on the bridge next summer. i 
would allow the service to keep a 
fully staffed ambulance on each. 
side of Lake Charlevoix, rather than 
having one ambulance have to make 
the lengthy detour around in an 
emergency. 

The current cost of rental for the 
trailer is $500 4 month, plus utili- 
ties, running the city approxi- 
mately $800 a month total, ac- 
cording to an estimale by Peck. 
This lease expires in April. The 
rental cost at the Center would 
include utilities and maintenance. 
EJ EMS is expected to be able to 
support the cost of the lease out of 
its own budget. 

Commissioner Lee Symonds said

Troop completes conservation project 


Boy Scouts from Troop 17 dodged the harsh late No-

pressing an opinion. 

Because this is a sensitive, divisive issue, I would be 
unlikely to tackle it from this unilateral bully pulpit at 
least. But that’s not to say the subject couldn’ t be addressed 
carefully and thoughtfully from cither perspective. What 
are the implications of some to the other papers under the 
aegis of our parent corporation - in cities where abortion 
clinics and churches battle for the hearts and minds of the 
public? I am deeply offended by the mandate of silence. 

Are there other taboo subjects? The war in Iraq? Same 
sex marriage? We are a nation divided by issues, and I 
hold - like most Americans - strong opinions on one side 
or the other of many of them. Which ones are off the table 
for the media - or our little branch of it? 

Interestingly, we are also given suggestions, from the 
top, on how to increase our reader participation in the form 
of letters to the editor. (Mostly these suggestions include 
directly soliciting your letters, which I do every week.) The 
idea is that a good exchange of letters to the editor makes 
the newspaper more personal, more local, more yours. 

But if I have to stay a safe distance from controversial 
subjects, I am also pretty safe from dissenting opinions 
from readers. And isolated from ones in agreement. Both 
ways I lose. . 

Media manipulation is nothing new, not in this or any 
other country. If putting a pro-America spin into the news 
in Iraq will save American lives; if it will encourage our 
allies and soldiers; if it will dishearten the enemy, I am 
for it. - he 

Bonus: Iraqis who hate America and long for the good 
old days when Saddam wielded his shredding machines 
and rape rooms, can write an angry letter to the editor, 
hating America to their heart’s content. That’s the nature 
of freedom. . 

It is the silencing of voices I object to. 

I welcome your letters - dissenting and otherwise.

HEART RISKS 
A recent 10 year study fol- 
lowed 19,000 men age 20- 
79 for heart risk factors. 
Regardless of their choles- 
terol level, men who were 
physically active had a 
50% lower risk of dying of 
cardiovascular — disease. 
“AH of the risk factors... are 
sensitive to exercise,” said 
study co-author Dr. 
Timothy Church. “Being 
physically active only takes 
30 minutes a day, five days 
a week - incorporate physi- 
cal activity into your life.” 
Also, an Italian study 
found that obese men with 
erectile dysfunction who 
lost weight with diet and 
exercise were 5 times more 
likely to overcome the 
problem as those who did 
not lose weight.

“We weren't snowmobile-friendly - we 
weren’t friendly to anyone,” Westerhof 
acknowledged, saying that making the 
Hatchery accessible to Snowmobiles was 
just one step of many that the facility staff 
took to open the doors to the public - to 
give people a chance to actually see their 
tax dollars at work. 

The Hatchery had long invited school 
groups and others to take educational tours 

_ of the facility, but this new approach en- 
courages people to view the Hatchery as a 
destination in and of itself - a tourist at- 
traction. 

Tim Smigielski, the lead fishery biolo- 
gist and outreach coordinator, said that they 
want to get the message out that if you are 
in northern Michigan, one of the things on 
your “must do” list should be a visit to the 
Hatchery. 

“Lenvision a point where locals tell visi- 
tors to go to the Jordan River Fish Hatch- 


ery as a destination. We have an annual. 


rearing cycle,” Smigielski said. “Annually, 
monthly, weekly things change here.” 
The new season starts in Nov. and Dec. 
with batches of new eggs coming in in 
styrofoam coolers. The “eyed” eggs, so 
named because the orange-colored eggs 
actually have visible eyes in them already, 
are Fed-Exed overnight wrapped in 
cheesecloth on shelves in the cooler, be- 
tween layers of ice, which melts slowly and 
keeps the eggs moist. These are unloaded 
into nets, and dipped into iodine to disin- 
fect them, before they are put in incubat- 
ing jars in long cement ponds in the lower 
level of a Hatchery building. The incubat- 
ing jars are set into the ponds, but the ponds 


initially hold very little water, as the eggs __made-their hospitality-self-supperting: 


do not leave the jars until they have 
hatched. The jars, which are about two feet 
tall, and hold between 100 and 150 thou- 
sand eggs, are aerated slightly, which gen- 
tly rolls the incubating eggs. The rolling 
protects many of the eggs from dying, and 
those that do die float and may be taken 
off the surface. The advantage is that the 
eggs do not need to be treated with chemi- 
cals. 

After they hatch at about 10 weeks (the 
arriving eggs are about seven weeks old), 
the eggs produce “sac fry,” tiny fish that 
still have a yolk sac to provide their food 
source. These leave the incubator jars and 
enter the ponds, or raceways. It is not until 
they are 20 weeks old that the tiny fish 

, begin to be fed. 

Westerhof said that the Hatchery work- 
ers are farmers, raising only lake trout, and 
that rather than harvest a crop, they stock 
the lakes with it. The fish continue to ma- 
ture under the watchful eye and constant 
care of the Hatchery staff, and around 
April, the yearling fish are loaded into 
trucks and taken to a stocking boat to be 
shipped to‘certain locations to be stocked,

either to meet the goal of reestablishing 
the native species, or, in some locations, 


to enhance fishing opportunities. 


All the stages of fish growth and devel- 
opment, from the little staring eggs, to the 
ready-to-stock fish, come with their own 
challenges and areas of interest, so visi- 
tors can come over and over in a single 
year and see something different each time. 

In the slower summer months, 
Smigielski puts on presentations and pro- 
grams, culminating with the fall Hatchery 
Fest. This fall’s Hatchery Fest included 
presentations by a diverse company of or- 
ganizations, from wildlife federations, to 
snowmobile clubs, to Smokey the Bear, to 
environmental groups, to the Department 
of Natural Resources. And, in spite of tor- 
rential rain that kept most of the activities 
confined indoors, 113 visitors attended. 

“The folks that did come were very sup- 
portive, with nothing but good things to 
say,” Smigielski said. A Hatchery Friends 
Group has been formed, so that people who 
are interested can be involved in the ef- 
forts at the Hatchery. The Friends group is 
also able to write grants or help finance 
special events or activities, which the 
Hatchery can’t do as a federa) entity. 

Now, with winter here and snowmobilers 
starting to ply the trails through the valley, 
the open gates and welcoming community 
room in the Hatchery set a different tone. 
Inside, guests will find a warm room, in- 
door toilets, cocoa and hot cider. Some- 
times the Hatchery will even stock a few 
snacks. 

Initially the, money for these offerings 
were taken out of staff pockets, but a do-

fore Christmas, though they will complete 
the adoption process and then hold the 
animal until after the holidays. They will 
provide the adoptive family with a photo- 
graph and a certificate of adoption for 
Christmas day. 

The CCHS has a full house this Christ- 
mas season, with 14 adoptable dogs and 
27 cats - too many. The by-laws say that 
the shelter is full when it has 20 cats. 

“We have been over that for most of a 
year,” Czech said. 

Some of the pets were found abandoned, 
some were owner surrenders, but almost 
all of them have a sad history that the shel- 
ter workers would love to see righted by a 
healthy adoptive family. 

““T would like to see one (adopter) 
who’s willing to make the commitment,” 
Czech said. “Who knows what they*re 
getting into. This is a constant, 24-hour 
commitment. It puts a strain on you fi- 
nancially and socially. I want to see 
someone making the pet a member of 
their family. 

" “Mine are my kids,” Czech said. “I like 
to see people who are looking forward to 
cuddling and doing things with their pet.” 

Maggie, Davey, both black labs, and 
Goliath, a lab-bloodhound mix, are three 
of the adoptable dogs at the shelter. Both 
Davey and Goliath were, abandoned, and. 
Maggie was displaced from her home by 
anew puppy. All three are beautiful, good- 
natured dogs. Zena, a Scottish deerhound 
mix, was found abandoned in the country.

Almost every one of the adoptable pets has 
a similar sad story. 

“We take this job home,” said Czech, 
explaining that sometimes people think 
that shelter workers - especially in a facil- 
ity that does euthanize some animals - must 
be hard-hearted. “We shed tears. We do 
care so much, and yes, it is difficult. Some- 
times you wonder if you care too much - 
but when those dogs look at me, or the cats 
purr in my ear, I know why I’m here. 

“That’s why the volunteers come. That’s 
why we all come in. We’re here for the 
animals in the back - 365 days a year, we 
come in to feed and clean, because they’ re 
living creatures.” 

Czech said CCHS appreciates all those 
who donate at Christmas, but asks that they 
not forget the rest of the year. 

“We are very grateful for anything, any 
time of the year,” she added. 

There is a $95 adoption fee to adopt a 
dog, but with distemper shots, micro-chip 
implants, worming and bordatella shots, 


the value is around $170. In addition, the 


adopter receives a coupon for $50 toward 
a spay or neuter. The adopter is expected 
also to pay a $25 deposit, which will be 
refunded when the dog is spayed or neu- 
tered. 

Cats are $45 for adults, and $60 for kit- 


tens - a value with distemper shot, worm- 


ing and feline leukemia testing of between 
$55 and $60 per'cat. © a

placed in the Intensive Care Unit. He was later 
transferred to Ann Arbor. 


By mid-morning, R & B Excavating of Boyne 


City had been called in todemolish the building’s 
upper exterior walls, which were standing but 
unstable. The interiors of the upper apartments 
were gutted. 

“Our main concern was whether people were 
inside,” Amesbury said, adding that the next 
concern was protecting the adjacent buildings. 
The fire department evacuated the people from 
the Atrium, both to prevent injury in case the 
building caught fire, and also to prevent injury 
from smoke inhalation. 

“We don’t want anyone breathing thal smoke. 
It’s full of carginogens,” Amesbury said. But 
the power had been restored to the Atrium, and 
people were already allowed back in by mid- 
morning Thursday. The Tannery did not have 
power restored as early, as Amesbury wanted 
the electrical inspected for water damage be- 
fore the power was turned back on.

help Hardy. They cleared the debris from the 
upper floor of the building, which was mainly 
intact, to help visually recreate walls and even 
furniture placement in an attempt to determine 
where the fire started. 

“You done good,” Hardy told the fire depart- 
ment, after surveying the scene. The south wall 
of the Tannery showed some smoke damage. 
but not enough to penetrate, and the roof of the 
Tannery, with its rubber roofing, was untouched. 

“Ttcould have been much worse,” said Buddy 
Hayden. The fire started on acold but stil] night, 
and a wind would have worsened conditions 
exponentially. Hayden said that four fire hy- 
drants were pressed into service, along with the 
three arial trucks and Boyne City’s pumper. 

Much of the labor intensive work was still 
left to be done Thursday afternoon, with debris 
to be cleared both for the fire marshals inspec- 


State marshal 


The office of the state fire marshal is issuing 
safety tips for holiday decorations. Candles and 
Christmas trees add a joyous and festive mood to 
the holiday season, but when decorations such as 
these are not used properly, they can cause fires, 
injuries and death. 

“More and more holiday decorations feature 
candles and lights, lending a beautiful touch to 
ceremonies and events,” said Andy Neumann, fire 
marshal. “However, consumers should remem- 
ber that lighted candles that are left unattended 
could bring tragedy. These simple safety tips will 
help prevent many of the holiday decoration-re- 
lated fires and tragedies, which occur each year.” 

The fire marshal asks consumers to follow these 
tips to make the holiday season a safe one: 

Trees: When purchasing an artificial tree, look 
for the label “fire resistant.” Although this label 
does not mean the tree will not catch fire, it does 
indicate the tree will resist burning and should ex- 
tinguish quickly. When purchasing a live tree, check 
for freshness. A fresh tree is green, needles are hard 
to pull from branches and do not break when bent 
between your fingers. The trunk butt of a fresh tree 
is sticky with resin, and when tapped on the ground, 
the tree should not lose many needles. When set- 
ting up a tree at home, place it away from fire- 
places and radiators. Because heated rooms dry 
live trees out rapidly, be cure to keep the stand filled 
with water. Place the tree out of the way of traffic 
and do not block doorways. Christmas trees should 
be checked daily and at the first sign of dryness be 
removed from the home. The drier the tree, the 
greater the fire hazard. 

Lights: Indoors or outside, use only lights that 


"have been tested for safety by a recognized test- 
_ing laboratory, such as UL or ETL which indi- 


Cates conformance with safety standards, Use only 
lights that have plugs containing fuses. Check 
each set of lights, new or old, for broken or cracked -

sockets, frayed or bare wires, or loose connec- 
tions, and throw out damaged sets. Always’ re- 
place burned-out bulbs promptly with the same 
wattage bulbs. If using an extension cord, make 
sure the extension cord is rated for the intended 
use. Never use electric lights on a metallic tree. 
The tree can become charged with electricity from 
faulty lights, and a person touching a branch could 
be electrocuted. Before using lights outdoors, 
check labels to be sure they have been certified 
for outdoor use. Stay away from power or feeder 
lines leading from utility poles into older homes. 
Fasten outdoor lights securely to trees, house 
wails, or other firm supports to protect the lights 
from wind damage. Use only insulated staples to 
hold strings in place, not nails or tacks. Also, run 
strings of lights through hooks (available at hard- 
ware stores). Turn off all holiday lights when you 
go to bed or leave the house. The lights could 
short out and start a fire. Use caution when re- 
moving outdoor holiday ligtits. Never pull or tug 
on lights - they could unravel and inadvertently 
wrap around power lines. Outdoor electric lights 
and decorations should be plugged into circuits 
protected by ground fault circuit internupters. Por- 
table outdoor GFCTs can be purchased where elec- 
‘trical supplies are sold. GFCIs can be installed 
permanently to household circuits by a qualified 
electrician, 

Decorations: Use only non-combustible or 
flame-resistant materials to trim a tree: Choose 
tinsel or artificial icicles of plastic or non-leaded 
metals. Leaded materials are hazardous if ingested 
by children. Never use lighted candles on a tree 
or near other evergreens. Always use non- 
flammable holders, and place candles where they 
will not be knocked down. Keep candles away 
from drafts and vents and do not place candles 
where they can be knocked down or blown over. 
Do not place.candles on tablecloths when’ the

edges of the tablecloths hang over the edge of the 
table and can bé pulled by children. 

Trim wicks to one-quarter inch prior to each 
use. Extinguish taper or pillar candles when they 
get within 2 inches of their holders. Don’t bum 
candles for more than 4 hours at a ime. Discon- 
tinue use of acontainer candle when one-half inch 
of the wax remains. Always use containers that 
have been made for candle usage and keep 
matches, wick trimmings and foreign objects out 
of the candle wax. 

In homes with small children, take special care 
to avoid decorations that are sharp or breakable, 
keep trimmings with small removable parts out 
of the reach of children to avoid the child swal- 
lowing or inhaling small pieces, and avoid trim- 
mings that resemble candy or food that may tempt 
a child to eat them. Wear gloves to avoid eye and 
skin irritation while decorating with spun glass 
“angel hair.” Follow container directions carefully 
to avoid lung irritation while decorating with ar- 
tificial snow sprays. 


Fireplaces: Use care with fire salts, which pro- | 


duce colored flames when thrown on wood fires. 
They contain heavy metals that can cause intense 
gastrointestinal irritation and vomiting if eaten. 
Keep them away from children. Do not burn wrap- 
ping papers in the fireplace. A flash fire may result 
as wrappings ignite suddenly and burn intensely. 
“The holidays are a good time to make sure 
your family has a fire escape plan and can safely 
execute it,” said Neumann. “Map out escape 
routes for every member of your family, includ- 
ing alternate routes in case the others are blocked 


’ by a fire. Establish at least two exits from each 


part of the house. And finally, include a place 
safely away from the house for your family to 
meet to make sure everyone got out O.K. and prac- 
tice your plan every couple of months ~ evenin 
the winter months.”
